N the thirteenth day of this month, the Ci- 


tizens of New-York appointed a Commit-©» 


tee of feven, to take ufealures to prevent the in- 
troduction and {preading of the dreadful malady, 
which has deftroyed preat numbers of the inhabi- 
tants of the diftrefled city oi Philadelphia.— 
Soon after which, the Corporation of our city, 
appointed four of the Aldermen, and three 
members of the Common Council, to co-operate 
with the Committee gircady appointed, and gave 
them penipecensfiponers ‘to take ewery mea- 
Jure they deemed #@teflary, to avert this threat- 
ening calamity.——The Governor of the fate iffu- 
ed his proclamation, direQling every veffel’co- 
ming from Philadelphia, aod every other place 
fuppoled to be infected, to perform fuch a quar- 
rantine, as was deemed neceflary to free them 
from infedtion. ; 

The Committee has fet every evening fince 
their appointment ; they have feduloully attended 
to every precaution human forefizht could devile 
—Our pilots are vigilant in examining the ftate 
of health of all veflels entering our harbor; our 
port phyfician- has two medical gentlemen to af- 
fift him in his duty of infpection, who have a 
proper boat and crew devoted to their fervice.— 
We have vigilant infpectors at the different Jand- 
ing placesin thiscity, by cay, and patroles 
in the night; who examine ali pafleagers, flop 
thofe fufpected to have come from among the 
infe€led, who (in fuch cafe) are not permitted to 
enter this city, until fourteen days thereafter: It 
pare. opinion of the Committee, as jut and 
neceflary a precaution, that thofe arriving by 
land, fhould perform a reafonable quarantine, as 
veflels coming from infe&ed places. 

A proper. hofpital is provided on Governor's 
Ifland, at a diftance from this city, together with 
phyficians, attgndants, medicine, and every ne- 
ceflary and comfort, for ftrangers who may af- 
rive here, and bring with them the difeafe, 


Whether the diflemper was brought into, or 
originated in Philadelpia, is not as yet, fully af- 
certained ; certain it is however, that its malig- 
nancy and contagion, have hitherto appeared to 
be fingularly confined to the atmofphere of that 
afflicted city. We are informed that it is healthy 
within two miles of Philadelphia; that the ar. 
tendants and narfes of the holpital at Bufh Hill, 
(only two miles diftant from the“town) which is 
filled with patients, have hitherto efcaped infec. 
tion. 

Though the cities of New-York and Baltimore, 
were anapprized of their danger, until jong after 
great numbers poured into them, from the feat of 
infection, we have reafon to thank Gop, that 
hiherto, not an inhabitant as we can learn, of 
either city, has yet caught the difeafe. 

Two perfous have died at Burlington, one at 


‘Bordentown, three at Lamberton near Trenton, 


ene at Princeton, one at Brunfwick, and one at 
New-Ark, all on the route to this city; who 
caught the difteifiperin Philadelphia ; and bave 
died, we underftand, more.than fourteen days ago, 
without communicating ‘the infection to their 
friends, or attendants, who in the mot cafes 
were unappriled of the nature of the diftemper,

Three others who likewife caught it in Phila- 
delphia, fickened above fourteen days ago, and~

attendants, or phyficians; who were employed 
htere. One man died at a houfe four miles from 
_ this city, nine days ago, who had been fix or fe- 

ven days from Philadelphia, and was immediate- 
ly baried there ; the howfe was cleaned and white- 
wathed, and the family coofifling of eight or ten 
perfons, fill continue in perfect health.—Thefe 
are the only inftances that have occurred to the 
committee, of this diftructive fcourge, after a 
faithfal and vigilant invettigation, in which, they 
have been zealoufly aided by their fellow citizens ; 
and they. are happy to add, that the citizens con- 
tince through Divine Favor, to enjoy an uvafual 
flate of health. 

We requelt, that our fellow-citizens -in this, 
and ihe neighboring fates, where there are 
Printing Prefles, would publith this Statement, 
and our daily reports; as a meafore well calcula- 
ted to prevent unneceffary terror and and appre- 
henfion, and preferve that commercial and focial 
intercourfe, fo neceflary to the general profperity 
and happinefs.

Auguft 8.—Leters from Paris of the 1 ft ioftant, 
flate, that at that time all was tranquil. The ac- 
count of the taking of Valenciennes had been of- 
ficially lated in the convention, bat had excited 
only a momentary farprife. ! was generally un- 
deritood and firmly believed at Calais, that the 
combined armies were on their march, in two co- 
lumns, from the camp before Valenciennes, to 
Jay fiege to Lifle. General Coftine and General 
Miranda were {till in the Abbaye prifoa, as well 
as M. Briffot, whofe trial had not yet taken place. 

Auguft 1o.—By the laf letters from valenci- 
ennes, we underftand, that it wi intended to 
make an attack apon the French CiMp near Mav- 
beaze. ; 

Immediately upon the furrender of Valenci- 
ennes, General Clairfait moved farther towards 
France. with a body of twenty thoufand men, 
chiefly cavalry. 

It is reported that the Queen of France, after 
undergoing her firft examination before the Revo- 
lutionary Tribunal, was committed to one of the 
common prifons of Paris. 

General Beauregard, who commands the van of 
the army of the Ardennes, is arreited at Mouzon.

Frontiers of France, ‘July 29. 

The furrender of Valencieaones has given the 
greateft coniternation to all the towns in the north 
of France.
